§ 32-0.1. Department created; to be under supervision of Board of
Health and Environmental Control; membership and organizatien of board.
—There is hereby created the.South Carolina Department of Health and
Environmental Control which shall be administered under the supervision’
of the South Carolina Board of Heafth and Environmental Control. The
board shall consist of seven members, one from each congressional district,
and éne from the State at large to be appointed by the Governor, upon the
advice and consent of the Senate. The terms of the members shall be for
four, years and until their successors are appointed and qualify, except
that of the original appointees, three shall be appointed for two years
and four shall be appointed for four years. All vacancies shall be filled in
the manner of the original appointment for the unexpired portion of the
term only. A chairman, and such other officers as it deems necessary, shall
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be elected anhually by the Board from its membership; provided, that
initially the chdirman shall be appointed by the Governor. (1973 (58)
685.)

§ 32-0.2. Meetings and compensation of Board.—The Board shall meet
at least quarterly and the members shall receive such compensation for
their services as is provided by law for members of bhoards and commis-
sions. (1973 (58) 685.)

§ 32-0.3. Commissioner.—At its first meeting the Board shall organize
and select a commissioner for the Department who shall serve a four-year
term beginning July 1 1973, and who shall have such authority and per-
form such duties as may be directed by the Board. The salary of the com-
missioner for the yéar 1973-74 shall be fixed by the Board, upon approval
of the State Budget and Control Board. In order to carry out the provisions
of this section the Governor shall appoint the Board members as soon as
practicable after June 26 1973, so that the board may organize and select
a commissioner prior to July 1 1978, (1973 (58) 685.)

§ 32-0.4. Powers and duties of Board; advisory boards.—The Board or
its designated agents may conduct such hearings as may be required by
law or as deemed necessary by the Board. The Board shall provide for
the administrative organization of the Department and shall consolidate
and merge existing duties, functions and officers of the former agencies
as may be necessary for economic and efficient administration. Provided,
however, that the Board may appoint such advisory boards as it deems
necessary to carry out the functions of this chapter, and there ghall-be
provided a compensation for their services as provided by the law for
members of boards and commissions.
